W. H. Mallory, executive secre­ 
tary of the

Int* n ational 
Famine Relief Commission, estimat­ 
ed the cost of corralling the Yel­ 
low River at $1,500,000 
Chinese 
currency, of which sum the finance 
commission of the government Relief 
Bureau has provided $360,000. 
Hundreds of square mires of terri­ 
tory north of the old river bed in 
the vicirity of Kung Chai Pa was 
flooded during the spring of 1021 
by the breaking of a dyke and 
thousands of families were made 
homeless. Since then 
the district 
has been only sparsely repopulat­ 
ed due to fear of a recurrence of 
the catastrophe.
